ORDINANCE No. XVII of 1!)47 ' 

AN 

ORDiNANCi^: 

lo cunj'ir arlain npecinl powers upon officers of the nritwrl fom.s in certain disturbed 
areas in the Provinces of East Punjab and Delhi. 

WiiioKEAM ail eTTiprp;onoy Ims arinen wliicli nuikcs it ni ccHHaiy to confer certain 
special povvcis upon officers of tho arrticd foj-ce.s in ccitaiii diwlurbetl areas of the 
ProvinecH of hiiist Punjab and Delhi ; 

Now, THEUEFORB, ill e.\er ( ^e of the powci,'' coiifeucd bj section 412 ol tho Gov- 
erimient of India Act, 1935 (2(i Coo. 5, c. 2), a.^ uibiptcd by the India (Piovisional 
Constitution) Older, ]!)47, (he Govcinor Gcik'iiiI is pica, sod to make and promulgate 
the following Ordinance ; — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-- (,7) Tins Ordinance may be 
called the East Punjab and Delhi Di.stuilied Aioa.s (Special i'oweis of Armed EorceB) 
Ordmaiicc, 1947. 

(2) It extends to tho whole of the- Provinces of East Punjab and Delhi. 

(3) 111 shall como into force at once. 

8. Special powers of officers of military or air forces. — /hny eommiB- 
sioned officer, warrant officer oi- iion-coniniisHioncd offieei of His Majesty 'a military 
or ah' forces may, in any aica in rebjieet of which a proelaniation under Hiib-section (J) 
of section Ifi of tho Pohcc' Act, 1 8(3 1 (V of 18(11 ) is for tin time being in foieo or which 
is for the time being declared by the Pioviiieiul Goveinment nndei any other law to 
be a disturbed or dangerous aiea, — 

(o) if in hiH opinion it i.s tieces,saiy ho to do for (lie maintoiianco of pubUo 
order, uftei’ giving such warning, if .any, as he tnay i\insidc]’ nocossary, fire upon 
or ollierwiso uso force, oven (o the causing of death, against any person who ia 
ael ing in contravention of any lavi' ot' order for the 1 ime being in foree in the said 
area prohibiting tho assembly of five or muie pi'i'soiis or the carrying of weapons 
or of things capable of being used a.s weapons ; 
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(b) arrest without warrant any person who has eomuiittorl a eognizahle 
offenoe, or against whom a reasonable suspicion exists that lie lies (onumiltid 
or is about to commit a cognizable offence ; 

(c) enter and search, without warrant, any premises to make any such arrest 
as aforesaid, or to recover any person believed to be wrongfully restrained or con 
fined, or any property reasonably suspected to bo stolen 2 ->ropertj , or any arms 
believed to bo unlawfully kept, in such premises. 

3. Protection ol persons acting under this Ordinance, — ^No jnoscoution, 
suit or other legal proceeding shall be instituted, except with the previous sanction of 
the Central Government, against any person in respect of anything done or purport 
ng to he done in exercise of the powers confen’cd by section 2,
